Their_earth 
mounds, those huge grotesque imita- 
tions of birds and animals that lie scat- 
tered throughout the United 
States, 


will yet outlast the time-defying pyra- 
mids, while the woods, lake shores and 
river banks of their favorite haunts will 
ever bo pervaded with the subtle, waif- 
like charms of their early Indian memo- 
ries."Just such. a. suggestive place as this 
is Lake Koshkonong in Southern Wis- 
consin—at one time the favorite hunting 
grounds of many roving bands of Indi- 
ans. 
There is much about it now to 


recall its earlier associations—Indian 
legends galore, bits of broken pottery, 
grinding 
stones, hatchets: and stone 


drills, copper rings and kettles, glass 
beads and bone fishhooks, arrow and 
spearheads that would seem to have 
been sown broadcast beneath the fields 
of waving corn and grain. 
On the

"In one of the lonesomest,most seelud 


ed sports on the northern shore of th 
lake in the midst of a wilderness o 
swampv wood, close besido the banks o 
Koshkonocg creek, stands all that re 
mains ot Lake Koshkonong'slast Indian 
village. It is as if nature herself would 
keep sacred this last vestige of a by- 
gone race—pit is so completely hidden 
under a cenotaph of green. 
Through 


the dense foliage the sunlight falls in a 


- glimmering golden shower that illumi- 
nates but scarcely dispells the mclan 
eholy gloom of the interior, which con- 
tains the denuded frames of a few scat- 
tered wigwams and a debris of whiten- 
ing bones and mouldering tatters of fur. 
rush mats and pieces of clothing. 


"Until within the last few years a 


small band of Chippewas from tho north- 
ern part of the state have wintered 
here, but in the spring of 1895 they 
broke up camp for tho last time and 
Koshkonong knows them 
no 
more. 


Their camp or village numbered five 
lodges and their band was composed of 
the members of three separate families. 
These were Charlie .Peeorah, and. his 
squaw—-Charlie was about 50 yearB old 
and the 'medicine mtin'-^-MoS&s Decorah.

corah and squaw.

She would

"When they had disposed of their 


urs. the first'thing they did was to fill 
up on poor whisky, hire a livery outfit 
it Edgerton and drive from there over 
;o Sumner in the middle of tho night- 
Chen they very uncermoniously awoke 
tfr. ICump, the storekeeper, from 
his 


slumbers to pay him their dues.

;hey found themselves a little* short as 
t took 'heap money tor whisky.' How- 
ever, they turned over to Mr. Kump 
what money they had left, something 
over $80 in gold.

,'The last Indian burial was in the 


spring of 1894, when the little son of 
Moses Decorah died.

Ing Toward tlie United Stales.

cial circles it is believed that Ger- 
many's leaning toward Great Britain 
find the United States is due to other 
than 
political considerations. 
The 


strain imposed upon the Berlin money 
market by the forced development of 
•German trade is beginning to tell se- 
verely on German finance.

ers on the east side have long desired to 
effect a removal of tho government of- 
fices to the vicinity of Milwaukee and 
Bluff streets, where an elisible site may 
be had. 
The west eiders, on the other 


hand, insist that that section is the most 
advantageous; that the bulk of the bus- 
iness is transacted there, and the conve- 
nience of the public will be best pro- 
moted by keeping it in its present loca 
tion or at some point not far removed 
from it.

of commons. 
He is a shrewd, able 


Scotchman, with "keen wit and a large 
fortune. 
He was war 
secretary in 


Gladstone's last cabinet. 
Asquith is 


also mentioned; but personally he is 
unpopular owing to his disagreeable 
manner, 


Rosebery's own 
disposition is to 


await the development of events be- 
fore accepting the leadership of the 
party, but Harcourt's letter is calcu- 
lated to force his hand, as Harcourt 
throws the responsibility for his re- 
tirement on Rosebery and his friends. 
It is believed, therefore, Rosebery will 
te compelled to come forward when 
parliament opens and take the leader- 
ship of the party iu the house of lords, 
at present held by Lord Kimberley. 


The liberal party is in a deplorable 


plight. It has neither a policy nor a 
leader. 
It is rent into half a dozen 


sections. 
Its organizations and funds 


are at the lowest ebb. By sinking 
home rule and adopting sham impe- 
rialism it is hoped ,it may regain the 
support of wealthy liberals who joined 
the unionist party through dislike of 
Gladstone's Irish policy. 


John Morley is utterly depressed by

ber of parliament: "I fear,the liberal 
party will not regain power for twenty 
years. It will be so weakened and dis- 
integrated that the house of lords "can 
safely thwart all its efforts at reform." 


Morley, who was a personal friend 


and admirer of Rosebery, utterly lost 
faith in him during his brief premier- 
ship. He regards his return as disas- 
trous and intends to devote all his time 
for the next two years to his life of 
Gladstone. Both Harcourt and Morley 
entirely disapprove the action of Rose- 
bery and their 
own 
principal col- 


leagues, Asquith, Bannerman "and Sir 
Henry Fowler, in dropping home rule 
ana pandering to the jingo sentiment 
roused in the country by the tory for- 
eign policy.
